Blue Lines Bad for the Eyes. 


to Post-Dispatch. 
London, October %.—Sir Richard Webster 
struck oll forthe first time in the court of 
‘s proceedings. He produced a iet- 
which has got into the hands of the Times 
through the treachery of ü cletk employed by 
the Land League. This is the fifet appearance 
on the scene of the intotmer, WhO plays so 
frequent and so sinister a part in Irish state 
trials. The letter professed to eome from the 
late Timothy Harron, whe was a member of 
the Kerry Branch ot the League: It asked for 
money fot men who had been wouhded,’’ 
and the letter was indorsed by Jéhn Ferguson 
of Glasgow, then a member of the Executive 
Committee of the Land League, to the effect that 
a grant of $85 had been givén. The Attorney 
General snggested that the men were wound 
ed in a moonlighting affray, and that the 
League by giving them grants had thus 
brought itself fh dirdot cohnéction with the 
perpetration ot the Oftrages: The name of 
the clerk has not yet been revealed on this 
side of the water, but I believe that suspicion 
pointe to an Engliahman .who obtained access 
to the documents of the Land League in «a 
curious way. The Land League officials were 
so confidént of the innocence OF the working 
of the erganization that they even intrusted 
the aceounts for audit to a well-known firm of 
public accountants in Dublin. They, there- 
fore, had but little hesitation about 
employing an Englishman of the name of 
Philips as a clerk, and it is supposed that he 
took advantage of the opportunity to abstract 
some documents which he thought 
MIGHT PBOVE DANGEROUS, 
he probably being an enemy tothe entire or- 
ganization. Possibly the letter is a forgery, 
or possibly a grant was made at the time, ow- 
ing to the confusion caused by the absence of 
Mr. Kagan at Paris, of Mr. Davitt, who was in 
prison, and of the M. Ps. who were nearly all 
on the stump. It is que pos- 
sible that under such ciroumstances it 
Was made by some foolish subordinate’s weak 
desire to serve a friend. Michael Davitt and 
others immediately associated with the work- 
ings Of the Land League, however, declare 
that not only no grants were ever made to 
persons associated with crime, Dut that grants 
were often refused to worthy persons just be- 
cause they happened to be living in disturbed 
districts. However, true or forged, this small 
matter is the first and up to the present the 
only scrap of the evidence given or promised 
toward connecting the League with any crim- 
inal violence. 
A COMPLETE CHANGE OF FRONT. 

Another important revelation in yesterday’s 
speech Was the complete change of front as 
to the forged letters. Inthe former trial the 
Times declared that on no account would it 
give up the names of the persons who had 
supplied them, or who were in any cireum- 
stance connected therewith. Yesterday the 
Times Geolared that every information would 
be given, both as to the persons, the circum- 
stances, evo. Sit Richerd Webster confessed 
that money had been given for the letters. 
This readiness to give the names is interpreted 
as showing that the Times ceases to believe in 
the honesty of the persons who gave them, 
and therefore is willing to surrender them to 
the yehgeance of the courts of law or private 
enmity. 

WSBSTER’S LABORIOUS DISCLAIMER. 

Further weakening was indicated by the 
laborious disclaimer of Sir Richard Webster 
that such phrases as ‘‘Make it hot for old 
Forster in one of the Farnell forgeries was 
interpreted by him as an incitement by Mr. 
Parnell to murder Mr. Forster. The Attorney 
General also repeated that the letters, whire 
personally important to Mr. Parnell, were 
but one and a small link in the long chain of 
indictment of Mr. Parnell as the head crim- 
inal of the organization. The rest of the 
speech was characterized by the same deadly 
dullness as on Monday, and carried out the pro- 
gramme forecast in that night's dispaches. Sir 
Richard Webster took five counties, gave quo- 
tations of speeches, then followed with the 
list of outrages, suggesting this as the cause 
and effect. Some of the speeches are very 
violent, but they are all, or nearly all, made 
by Nally, Gordon and other obscurities, 
for Richard Webster, when he quoted Mr. Par- 
nell or any other Member of Parliament,found 
no passage approaching anything like in- 
citement to violence. Mr. Parneli’s lawyers 
regarded this part of the case as unfit to stand 
one hour’s investigation; in fact, the state of 
the Judges’ bench during the progress of the 
speech yesterday justified his lawyers in 
thinking that the public will not care one pin 
for such ancient history. The gallery for 
strangers had bus sixteen oecupants and the 
ladies’ gallery just one. 

Judge Day openly slept and his colleagues 
nodded in a sOmnolent fashion, while the 
lawyers chatted and the reporters closed their 
note-books. 

BIGGAR ENLIVENS THE PROCEEDINGS. 

A stranger passing Along the Strand yéster- 
day could not have guessed from the appear- 
ance of the exterior of the law courts, that 
anything unusual was proceeding within. 
Inside the eourt there were many vacant 
seats. Parneli did not appear till after 
luncheon. His seat next to Lewis was tem- 
porarily oceupied by Biggar, whose refusal to 
be represented by counsel causes much speo- 
ulation. I learn his reason is that he was of- 
fended at a fancied siight to his 
friend, Tim Healy, who eventually 
was not offered a brief. Bigear's ap- 
plication for documents was made in 
his usual House of Commons manner, with 
his thambsiu the armholes of his waistcoat. 
His rising was evidently welcomed as tending 
to enliven the proceedings. Attorney-General 
Webster's statement Was continued with re- 
lentléss monotony, hour after hour. Judge 
Day again dozed. Not until half an hour be- 
tore adjournment did Webster come to busi- 
ness. He mentioned the letters, whereupon 
there was a breathless silence. His deciara- 
tion respecting them, and Ferguson's letter. 
with regard to which people here suspend 
judgment, was the net result of the day’s pro- 
ceedings.

How greatiy public excitement has abated 
was shown by the sale of the evening papers,

Lonrpon, October 24.—When the Parneli Com- 
mission resurhed its sitting to-day Sir Charles 
Russell, dounsel for Mr. Parnell, demanded 
the production of certain letters which the 
‘Temes posseneed and which were 8 
have been Written by Mr. Dillon, Mr. Biggar 
and other members Of Parliament. He said 
that Mr. Soames, the Times’ solicitor, had filed 
an affidavit Affirming that the Times had 
received the documents from un American 
named Roberts; that some of them proved to 
be bogus and on this account they nad not 
been used in the O'Donnell case. This ad- 
mission that somebody was supplying the 
Ties with forged letters, éaid Bir Onaries, 
had & direct bearing upon the Parneil- Egan 
forgeries. The documents must, thérefore, 
be produced. Attorney-Genersel Webster held 
that thé documents demanded were not mate 
rial to the issne. The affidavit of Mr. Soames 
showed cléarly that somebody had been try- 
ing to trick the Tes, and knowledge of the 
trick had been cOmimunicated to Parnell’s 
solicitor.

THE SEPTEMBER REVOLUTION. 

PANAMA, October 16.—Advices received by 
the steamer Moselle, which arrived at Aspin- 
wall on the 10th inst. from Hayti, state that 
never before had Port-Au- Prince passed such 
a night as that of September 28. The 
night, to begin with, was dreadfully dark, the 
heavens being a mass of black clouds, with an 
occasional flash of lightning.

pez need. When free I went to Indiana, where 
I lived for some time. At an early date in the 
reconstruction period I joined the Democratic 

Y. in wnieh 1 have remained ever since, 
n fact, l always have been a Democrat. I first 
took an active part in politica in . when 1 
stumped South Carolina for Wade a nis 
opposition to Chamberiain. too this 
Grosse. not so much besause I adm 

ampton as ecause I believ 

that Chamberlain, by pushing forwar 
the ignorant negroes and keeping the 
more intelligent colored men in the back 
ground, was doing us incaiculable harm, 
Moses 1 then and now re ed as the worst 
enemy of his race on thia continent. The 
canvass was very hot, and violence was re- 
sorted to on both sides, I was present at 
Beach Island on the occasion of a fight 
between whites and blacks, and while endeav- 
oring to pacify the latter, received a bulletin 
my leg, from which I am still lame, The 
negro who fired the shot afterwards assured 
me that he had not intended to shoot me, but 
was aiming at a white man, 

‘*Shortly after the close of the campaign of 
1876 I entered the law schoo! of the Universit 
of Ann Arbor, Mich., and graduated in 1878. 
at once entered upon the practice of my pro- 
feasion, and met with the most encouragin 
success. In the cases before the Unite 
States Supreme Court arising out of the civil 
rights bill | was retained, aud am now one of 
the three negroes who have practiced before 
that court, the others being John M. Langston 
of Virginia and E. M. Hewlett of Boston. 1 
was afterwarda chosen as puty District 
Attorney of the Nineteenth Judicial District 
of Indiana and as City Prosecuting Attorney 
of Kansas City, where I sow make my 
home. Shortly after President Cleveland's 
inauguration be appointed me Minister and 
Consul General to Liberia. My recommenda, 
tions were signed by every Southern Senator, 
by Gov. Fitz H Lee of Virginia and b 
many other well-known Democratic politi- 
clans. I left Liberia ia November last and 
have devoted myseif since that time to aiding 
the Democratic party on the stump, havin 
spoken in New York, Indiana, Illinois an 
Iowa as well as in Missouri. In addition to 
this Iam the authorized representative of the 
Virginia Normal and Collegiate Institute, Gov. 
Lee being one of my colleagues.
